Page 107.—In this mauner the river carried us up,
by our computation, near 290 miles, and then it nar-
rowed apacs, and was not ahove an broad s ths
Thamen {8 Al Windaor, or thereabouts, and after
another day, we came Lo A t waterfall or cata-
ract, encugh to frighten us, for I belleve the whole
body of water fell at once perpendicularly down a
precipice above sixty feet high, which mads noise
enough to deprive men of their hearing, nud we
heard 1t above ten miles bafore we came 1o It

Page 1158.—0dr negroes lowing our canoes, we
Sravelled at o conslderable rate, and by our own ac-
conut oould not go lesd then twenty or twenty-flve
Eunglish miles s Aoy, and Lhe river continuing to bhe
much of the same iarlw.lm, and very decp all the
way, tiil on the tenth day we oama to another catn-
rack; for & ridge of high hills crossing the whole
ckanpel of the river, the waier came tumbling dowa
the rocks from ona stage to another (na straoge
manner; so that it was a continued link of cataracts
from one to anethoer, In the mavner of A cascade;
only that tum falls were sometimes a guarter of a
mlehrram one another, and the nolse copfused and

¢ thought our voyaging was at a fall stop now ;
but three of us, with & couple of our negroos,
mounting the hills another way, to view the coursoe
of the river, wo found a fair channel again after
about ball & mile's march, and that It was llke to
hold us a good way further, So we set all hands to
work, unioaded our cargo, and hauled our canoes o
Ehore to see If we could carry them

They then got into a wilderness,

Page 141,—It was the niuth day of our travel in
this wilderness when jve came to the view of a great
inke of water.

Page 142 —Thenext day, whicl was the tenth from
our setting oot, we came to the edge of this lake,
and, appliy for us, we came to it at the sonth polnt
of 15, for to the north we could see no end of 1%; 8o
we pasged by (t, and travelled three days by the slde
of It which was a great comiort to us, because |t
lightened our burthen, there belng no need to carr,
water when we had itin view. And yet, thoug
here was 8o mueh water, we found bus very little
alteration in the desert: 10 trees, no grass or her-
bage, except that thistle, as [ called It, and two or
thre¢ more plants, which we did not understand, of
which the desert bogan Lo be protsy full,

After about 1100 miles of thelr journey (page 160):
—We came 1o a river, which we saw from the hills,
and which we called she Golden River; and we
found it ran northward, swhich was the first stream
we bad met with that did so, It ran with o very
rapid currens, and our gunner, pulling out his map,
assured e that this was elther the river Nile, or
ran into the great lake oat of which the river Nile
was suld to take 1ty beginning; and he brought out
his charts and mwaps, whiclh, by his instruetion, I
began to unpderstand very well; and told me ho
would convince me of it, aud indeed he ssamed to
make It 40 plain to me that 1 was of tho samo
opinion.

Puge 170 —It was the 12th of October, or there-
abouts, that we began to set forwurd; wnd, haviog
an epsy country to travel In, as well as to supply us
with provisions, though still without lnhabitants, we
muade more dcspateh, travelllng romoetimes, as we
calculated I, twenty to tweniy-1ive miies g dey; nor
Ald we halt anywhere {n eleven daya’ murch, one day
excopted, which was to make o raft Lo curry us over
a fmall river, which, having been swelled with the
rains, was not yet guite down. When we wers past
thin river, which, by the way, ran to the northwanl,
oo, we tound 4 great row of hllls In onr way. We
saw, indeed, the cuv i y open to the right at n great
distance; but, @8 we kept trne to our course dus
west, we were not willlog to go a-great way ol
of our way, only to eghun a few hills,
80 we¢ udvanced; but we surprised
when, bLeing not quite come to the top, one
of our company, who, with two negrocs, was got up
before ng, orted out, “The sea! the sea!" and fell
a-dancing and jomplog a8 signs of joy, The gunier
and 1 were most surprised at it, because we bad but
that morning been calculating that we ware then
above 1000 miles from the geaside, and that we ceull
not expect to reach it till anotker rainy season would
Le upon us, #o that when our man cried ous, “T'he
sea,” Uie gunner Wias angry, and said he was mad,
But we were both In the greatest sarprige fmoagin-
able, when, coming to the top of the hill, and though
it was very high, we saw nothing but water, elther
before us, or to the right band or the left, belng a
vast ses, without any bound but the horigon., We
went down the hill, fall of confusion of thought, not
belng able to concelve whersabouts we were, or
what it must be, seeing by all cur charts (the sen was
yei A YREL WaYs 01l

It was nat above three miles from the hillg Lafors
we ceine Lo the shore, or water-adge of the sea, and
there, to our further surprise, we found the water
fresh and plessant to driok; so that, In ghort, we
knew not what course to take. The sea, as wo
thought it to be, put & fall stop to our jonrney (I
mean westward), for It lay juat o the way, Ouar uext
guestion was, which hand to turn to—to the right
or the left; but this was soon resolved; for, a3 we
knew not the extent of it, we considersd thak our
way, if it had been the sca really, must be to the
morth; and therefore \f we went to the south now,
it must be just 8o muoh out of our way at last, so,
having gpent & good part of the day ln our sarprise
at the thing, and conkulting what to do, we sct for-
ward to the soath.

We travelled upon the shore of this ses full
tweniy-three days before we could come to any
resolution about what It was; &t the end of which,
enrly one moruing, one of our seamen oried ont,
GYLgnd!" and it was no false alarm, for we saw
plainly the tops of gome hills at & vory great dis-
tance, on the further side of the water, dns west;
buot though this satiafied us that It was not the
ocean, but an inland sca or lake, yet we saw no
I1and to the northward, that |8 to say, no end of it;
but were obliged to travel elght days more, and near
one hundred miles further, before wo cawe to thas
end of It, and then we found thia take or vea ended
ina very great river, which ran north or north-hy-
enst, as the other river had done, which 1 mex tiohed
before, My friend the gunner, upon expmioning,
gald that he belleved that he was uistaken before,
and that this was the river Nile, hut was still of the
mind that we were of befors, that we should not
think of & voyage into Egypt that way; so we ro-
solyved ppon crossing this river, which, howevar,
Wus oL 50 easy 08 bolore, tho river belug very rapll,
and the chanpel very broad.

They then mado for the Congo river, but
were stopped by another groat lake,

Page 179. At last we begau to lnquire our way,
pointing to the west. They made us understand
ennily that wo could not go that way, but sney
poloted 1o us thet we might go northwesl, so that
we presently onderstood that there was another
lake In our way, which proved 1o be trus; forin twoe

Inst came to the River Niger and the Gold
Coart.

The last arrival was a well-dressed ear-
riage baby, who has been baptized with the
pame of Philomenn. Bhe i a pretty, fat, chubby
little brunewte, about three weeks old, and oceu-
pied the erib in the corner where n week ago we
noticed **Little Grace.” She has gone to com-
fortable quarters on Btaten Island, and the Sister
in charge reported that she was dolng well. The
twins of last week are stlll ol the asylum and
thriving.
